ſaid of the Petty Conſtable) is at the Court -

3. To the third, The Office of the Conſta- 
ble is annual, except they be removed. 

4. To the fourth, They be Men (as is now 
uſed) of inferior, yea, of baſe Condition, 
which is a meer Abuſe, or degenerating 
from the firſt Inſtitution: For the Petty Con- 
fables in Towns ought to be of the better 
Sort of Reſiants in the ſaid Town, ſave. that 
they ought not to be aged or ſickly Men, 
but Men of able Bodies in Reſpect of the 
keeping Watch, and Toll of their Places. 
| Neither ought they to be in any Man's 
Livery. And the High Conftable ought to be 
of the ableſt of Freeholders, and of the moſt 
ſubſtantial Sort of Yeomen, next to the De- 
gree of Gentlemen: But they ought to be 
ſuch as are not incumbered with any other 
Office, as Mayor of the Town, Under-Sheriff,

5. To the fifth, They have no Allowance, 
but are bound by Duty to perform their Office 
gratis, which may the rather be endured, be-

6. To the ſixth, Upon Complaint made of 
his Refuſal to any one Juſtice of Peace, the 
faid Juſtice may bind him over to the Seſſions, 
where (if he cannot excuſe himſelf by ſome 
Allegation that is juſt) he may be fined and 
impriſoned for his Contempt.  _ | 
7. To the ſeventh, The Authority of the 
Conſtables, as it is ſubſtantive, and of it ſelf, 
and aſtricted to the Warrants and Commands 
of the Juſtices of Peace; ſo again, it is ori- 
ginal or additional: For either it was given 
them by the Common Laws, or elſe annexed 
by divers Statutes: And as for ſubordinate 
Power, wherein the Conſtable is only to ex- 
ecute the Commandment of the Juſtices of 
Peace, and likewiſe the additional Power 
which is given by divers Statutes, it is hard 
to comprehend them in any Brevity, for that 
they do correſpond to the Office and Autho- 
rity of the Juſtiees of Peace, which is very 
large, and are created by the Branches of ſe- 
veral Statutes, which arc Things of divers 
and diſperſed Natures. But for the Original 
and ſubſtantive Power of a Conſtable, it may 
be reduced to three Heads : 


1. For Matter of Peace only. 
2. For Matters of Peace and the Crown. 
3. For Matter of Nufance and Diferder, 
although they be nor accompanied witty 
Violence or Breach of Pcacc.

For, in that Part he is rather to execute the 
Warrants of the Juſtices; or when ſudden 
M,atter ariſeth upon his View, or notorious

The Office of a Conſtable is of great Power 
and Authority, eſpecially by Night, at which 
Time they have the whole Rule and Go- 
vernment, and pught to be obeyed, as well 
without their Staff of Office or Authority, 
as with it ; provided they declare and make 
themſelves known by that Title, and in the 
King's Majeſty's Name: For it is not the 
Staff which makes the Conſtable, but the Of- 
fice which he is ſworn unto: And therefore he 
may command, in his Majeſty's Name, any 
Perſon or Perſons. to go along, aid and aſſiſt 
him in and upon all Occaſions: For while 

his Majeſty and his Miniſters of Quality take 
their Reſt in the Night, the Conſtable's Office 
is to be intruſted with that Part of the City 
or Precintt unto which he is called, for fear 
of Uproars and Robberies, and ſuch like 
Outrages: And for that Reaſon Conſtables 
ought to be cheriſhed and reſpected, if they 
faithfully diſcharge that Truſt committed to 
them, And let them that. are choſen, into 
this Office be both faithful and truſty to dif-. 
charge the Truſt which is committed unto. 
them. And let not future Hope, nor preſent 
Reward blind their Eyes, nor make dea 
their Ears, left ſome Danger may enſue, 
which may prove their Ruin and Deſtruction.
